WASHINGTON, May 13 - Senator 
John Melcher. Democ rat of Montana, 
said today tnat ne would delay the con- 
ization of William H .' Webster io 5e 
Director of Cent ral intelligence be- 
cause he is not satisfied with the Fed- 
■firaLBoreau of Inve stigation's handling 
Ql crime on Indian reservations. 

Mr. Melcher said he had told Mr. 
Webster, who has been Director of the 
F.B.I. for the last nine years, that the 
bureau’s record on investigating crime 
on Indian reservations has been “to- 
tally unsatisfactory” and that changes 
are in order. 

“There’s a lot of crime unsolved and 
not investigated properly on the Indian 
reservations,” he said. 


Hold Placed on Nomination 

He said he is also unhappy about a 
reorganization plan under considera- 
tion by the F.B.I., which would involve 
the transfer of supervisory authority 
over F.B.I. investigations in Montana 
from an office in Butte, Mont., to an of- 
fice in Salt Lake City. 

“I don’t care for the reorganization 
plan and have been trying to dissuade 
him from doing it,” Mr. Melcher said of 
Mr. Webster. 

Mr. Melcher said he has placed a 
hold on the nomination, a prerogative 
of any Senator. The Senate can, by a 
majority vote, take up the nomination^ 
despite a hold. A Senator can then try 
to stall action further by means of a~ 
filibuster, which can be cut off by the 
votes of 60 Senators.
